Christians who have a deeper yearning for things of God than others are 
more often than not discouraged from progressing past the confines of the accepted doctrine of their 
denomination. 

At some point we must decide whether we will let someone else set our goal If we are to believe the Bible our 
goal is to become like Christ, yet most set the bar to the pitifully lower goal of becoming like their favorite pastor 
or teacher. We must remove all men from our path to Christ, and once we have done so remain focused on Him
